




















































centuries, men and women have 
turned to the Psalms more frequently than 
to any other book in the Bible. The reasons 
are not hard to find. With their passionate 
lyricism, their wild fluctuations between faith 
and fear, and their marvelous, incantatory 
rhythms, the Psalms provide the most ex¬ 
tended and deeply personal treatment of the 
human call to GocL The emotional power of 
such prayers, and the literary artistry with 
which they are expressed, are as compelling 
today as they were 2000 years ago. 

That power and artistry are made magnifi¬ 
cently apparent in Sixty-One Psalms of David. 
This is not so much another translation as 
an inspired and engagingly fresh rendition of 
the Psalms. Following the tradition of Ezra 
Pounds versions and Robert Lowells Imita¬ 
tions, David R. Slavitt—himself an esteemed 
poet and translator of Ovid, Virgil, Seneca, 
and others—casts the Psalms into a modern 
idiom that stays faithful to the original but 
strikes the ear remarkably like contemporary 
speech. Perhaps the most innovative and im¬ 
mediately appealing feature of these rendi¬ 
tions is Slavitts skillful use of traditional 
poetic forms. Here the Psalms are com¬ 
pressed, clarified, and given the satisfying 
shapes and textures of English poetry. 
Working most often in rhymed tetrameter 
quatrains, but also employing rhymed cou¬ 
plets and other forms, Slavitt brings all the 
subtlety and expressive power of English ver¬ 
sification to these Psalms, and the result is a 
poetry that fits comfortably in the lineage 
that includes Sir Philip Sidney, John Donne, 
William Blake, and Richard Wilbur. Metri¬ 
cally supple, vividly physical, and marked by 
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felicitous phrasing throughout, these rendi¬ 
tions preserve the spiritual directness of the 
originals while giving readers the added plea¬ 
sures of a new, and seemingly effortless, for¬ 
mal variety. As poet and Jewish folklorist 
Howard Schwartz has observed on this col¬ 
lection, “In Slavitt’s hands the Psalms be¬ 
come an intense, one-sided conversation 
with God. They cohere as only a fine book 
of poems can, unified by the poets voice. 
The full range of emotions emerges, espe¬ 
cially fear, disgust at the foibles of humanity, 
loathing of one’s enemies, and awe and trust 
in God.” 

Readers well familiar with the Psalms will 
want to have Slavitt’s new renditions along¬ 
side the Bible on their shelves, as a highly in¬ 
ventive and illuminating counterpoint. And 
readers coming upon these verses for the first 
time will feci themselves blessed to discover 
poetry and prayer so beautifully joined.

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Preface 


the psalms are wonderfully passionate poems in which 
faith and doubt dance together in the clarity of desert sun¬ 
shine. The emotional strength of this collection of hymns, 
complaints, dirges, and celebrations is immediately engag¬ 
ing. Both for artistic and spiritual reasons, men and women 
have turned to this book of the Bible more frequently than 
to any other. 

The pieces here are not so much translations — excellent 
and scrupulous translations of the Bible are widely available 
— as they are renditions. Or perhaps one might call them 
meditations on the originals. I have tried to see through the 
text to the gestures that enliven the poems. The tradition of 
the psalms begins with King David s pretending to the sim¬ 
plicity of a shepherd, which is a gesture not very much dif¬ 
ferent from what Virgil later contrived in his pastoral repre¬ 
sentations of sophisticated Romans in the Eclogues. And over 
the centuries, other psalmists worked their variations of 
Davids voice both in homage to the originator of the form 
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and to gain the rhetorical advantage that convention affords. 
Much of the power of the psalms comes, I suspect, from 
their faux naif quality and its suggestion of the unqualified 
kind of belief in a personal God many of us had when we 
were children. As adults we may or may not still believe in 
that way, but most of us feel at the least a nostalgia, a sense 
of loss of that confidence in a sometimes strict but always 
loving deity. 

My attempt here is to suggest by means of the instru¬ 
mentalities of English poetry and, indeed, nursery poetry, 
that child-like directness with which the psalmist addresses 
his God. Purists may object that the Hebrew doesn't rhyme 
in this way. (Neither does Homer rhyme, except in Popes 
version.) There is, nevertheless, a delight in purely linguistic 
display. Several of the psalms — and I have reproduced a 
couple of them— are acrostics, skittering their way through 
the order of the Hebrew alphabet in a manner that is per¬ 
haps playful, perhaps a virtuoso performance, but also an 
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indication that this kind of speech is not normal, but arti- 
factual. The feat is one that claims a degree of heightened 
awareness if not actual inspiration. 

My rhymes and games are intended in that same spirit, 
and for the sake of that same directness of spirituality. The 
enterprise itself is hardly unprecedented. Thomas Wyatt s 
Seven Penitential Psalms were published posthumously in 1549. 
And there was a complete collection of the “Sydnean” 
Psalms, by Sir Philip Sidney (who did the first 43) and his 
sister, Mary, the Countess of Pembroke who finished the 
work after his death. These poems were not published but 
were circulated in manuscript and John Donne admired 
them, writing, in “Upon the translation of the Psalmes by 
Sir Philip Sydney, and the Countess of Pembroke his Sister” 

Though some have, some may some Psalmes translate, 

We thy Sydnean Psalmes shall celebrate. 

And, till we come th’Extemporall song to sing, 

(Learned the first hower [hour], that we see the King, 
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Who has translated those translators) may 
These their sweet learned labours, all the way 
Be as our tuning, that, when hence we part 
We may fall in with them, and sing our part. 

There were later poets who did complete versions of the 
Psalms, notably George Wither (1632), George Sandys 
(1636), Isaac Watts (1719) and Christopher Smart (1765), and 
a number of poets did a few here and there — as a very 
young man, Milton did a couple of adaptations of the 
psalms, perhaps as exercises, which he liked well enough to 
preserve. Henry Vaughan did a small number of similar 
Englishings. 

The enterprise has not been much attempted in recent 
times. And yet these are poems of such power and vivid¬ 
ness that they invite our attention, offering themselves as 
subjects for the modern American idiom. I was curious to 
see what it would do to them and them to it. I wanted them, 
in Donnes fine phrase, to “be as our tuning” 



My intention here is in no way to supplant the more 
scholarly and scrupulous renditions into English. I have not 
even thought of doing the entire set of 150, but have tried to 
speak for those pieces — roughly a third of them — that 
spoke to me. Some of the psalms are repetitive, alternate 
versions of the same poem; some are fragments or mere in¬ 
troductions; and some, perhaps because of defects in the 
manuscripts, have omissions that make their sense, at the 
very best, obscure. There are even various systems for num¬ 
bering the psalms. (I follow the Revised Standard Version.) 
Sixty-one seemed a good number, all the more attractive to 
me because it happens to be my age. 

This collection is a series of efforts to recreate wherever I 
could what I take to be the powerful emotional charge of 
the originals by whatever linguistic strategies I could find. 
If, after glancing at these re-enactments, the reader then were 
to turn to a more scrupulous version — that of the Jewish 
Publication Society, or of the Revised Standard Version, or 
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of the King James Version — or even perhaps to the original 
Hebrew, I should be heartily pleased both as a poet and a 
teacher. There are also scholarly studies of the psalms, most 
notably those of Moses Buttenweiser and, more recently, 
Hans-Joachim Kraus which serious students may wish to 
consult. 

To be, at the same time, poet and teacher is the heart of 
the art of translation. These are not altogether consonant 
roles, but their tension makes the enterprise all the more 
challenging and rewarding.

Cruel and serene 

in their unbelief, they live the lie 

their mouths have uttered. Like lions they 

batten upon the weak who cry 

aloud to an impassive heaven 

that God forgets them and hides His face. 

For their despair, may they be forgiven. 

Such suffering calls out for grace. 

Arise, then, Lord; lift up Your hand 
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against the wicked to chastise 
their arrogance; make them understand 
what justice is; and under Your skies 
let there be no place for them to hide. 

With comfort, meanwhile, Lord, come to 

those who invoke Your holy name, 

but also to the wicked who 

defy You, visiting pain and shame 

upon them.

I feel abandoned, weak, 
afraid. And then I pray: “Lord, you 
have given me an inch or two, 
but tell me how long is my span, 
or rather how short. What is a man? 

No more than a puff of wind? And is 
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the wealth and power he thinks is his 
a shadow merely? Will a gust 
of the breeze disperse it like all dust? 

My hope — what hope I have, O Lord — 
must be in You, and I turn toward 
my God for protection. Idiots, knaves, 
insult me. I am mute. God saves 
me anyway, forgives my many 
faults He has corrected, when He 
acted as strict parents should 
who'd make their children wise and good. 
Jehovah, hear the fervent prayer 
of a nomad in dry desert air. 

Over the endless lifeless dunes 
my voice resounds in plaintive tunes 
my fathers fathers sang. We re here 
for only a moment. Lord, give ear. 
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Those who care for the poor are blessed, 
and the Lord protects and loves them best, 
guarding against their enemies’ snares, 
and when they are taken ill, He cares 
for them and heals their infirmities. 

I have tried to be one of these, 
and I pray to the Lord, now that I lie 
on a bed of pain and my enemies laugh 
and complain how I take too long to die, 
let Him be gracious on my behalf. 

Let Him note who comes to visit 

with hollow words of comfort — but then 

outside, when companions ask him, “Is it 

nearly time?” he nods. “And when 

he’s gone,” he adds, “he will be forgotten,” 

which prompts fresh gales of their mean laughter. 

The friends I trusted most are rotten: 
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they’ve broken bread with me and after 
that turned against me, and my heart 
is broken. O Lord, I implore, 
hear my prayer now. Take my part.
